SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Jung und Frei Nr. 108 Juni 1996 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The large format, full colour and black and white magazine depicts and describes 
events, places, people and their ideas of interest to naturists. All text is in German 
except the titles of English-language video recordings that are advertised. The first 
words of the title mean ‘y ° un 9 and free’. Naturism is portrayed as a family lifestyle 
embraced by people of many nationalities, appropriate for adults and children. The 
twelve articles in the magazine appear under various headings, such as editorial, 
travel report, memories, holidays, readers’ letters, and a puzzle. An editorial 
statement at the bottom of page one gives ‘the most important goal of naturism’ as the 
healthy emotional and mental development of ‘our children’ into ‘stable adults’. 

The presentation of children and young persons’ activities in images and text is given 
priority. The large majority of images feature naked children or young people. Naked 
boys and girls are depicted alone, in groups, or with naked adults who present as 
parents or other family members, playing or participating in recreational family or 
social events. While genitals, breasts and buttocks are usually fully exposed, there is 
no particular focus on these areas of the body. 
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The magazine tends to promote and support the exploitation of children and young 
persons for sexual purposes, which deems the magazine objectionable under s3(2) of 
the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (the FVPC Act). Although 
the magazine to some extent presents as a lifestyle publication, the articles about 
‘Neptune’s daughter’ and artist Flans de Cleen present some photographed, drawn or 
painted subjects in a sexualised manner and associate sexual matters with the 
general, sustained focus on the nudity of children and young persons characteristic of 
the entire magazine. In ‘Neptune’s daughter’, for example, the female’s poses 
emphasise her sensuality and suggest her sexual availability. The centre-fold 
photograph presents as set-up by the photographer to optimise the angles at which 
the two females are presented to the viewer. The young females depicted on the 
outside front and back covers are the same subjects as in the centre-fold article and 
‘Neptune’s daughter’ respectively. This sexualised manner of presentation will appeal 
to readers who have a sexual interest in children and young persons, and will likely 
function to legitimise that interest in the mind of such readers. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) as they relate to this publication. Section 3(2) of the 
FVPC Act is a deeming provision and has been determined to apply to this magazine. 
This deeming provision overrides si 4 of the NZBR Act. The resultant limit on freedom 
of expression is prescribed by law and intended to prevent likely injury to the public 
good. 
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
